The  Joint  Interim  Subcommittee  on  Vo-Techs/Job 
Training  will  hold  its  second  meeting  of  the 
interim  on  Monday,  November  25,  at  9  a.m.  in  Room 
104  of  the  Capitol.  At  the  first  meeting,  held  on 
October  4,  Senator  George  McCallum  was  elected 
Chairman  and  Representative  Dan  Harrington  was 
elected  Vice-Chairman . 
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The  Subcommittee  adopted  the  study  plan  for  HJR 
52,  Vo-Tech  Governance  and  Funding,  and  also 
decided  to  concentrate  study  efforts  for  HJR  54  on 
the  effectiveness  of  existing  job  training  and 
placement  programs.  At  the  meeting,  the 
Legislative  Auditor  promised  to  share  with  the 
Subcommittee  the  results  of  a  forthcoming 
performance  audit  survey  of  job  training 
recipients. 

At  the  November  25  meeting  the  Subcommittee  will 
review  a  staff  background  report  on  the  governance 
and  funding  for  vo-techs  and  will  review  a  recent 
performance  audit  by  the  Office  of  the  Legislative 
Auditor  on  vocational  education  programs  and 
activities  provided  by  the  vo-techs  and  the  Office 
of  Public  Instruction's  Department  of  Vocational 
Education  Services. 

The  Subcommittee  will  also  review  a  revised  study 
plan  for  HJR  54  and  will  receive  a  background 
report  on  job  training  and  placement  programs.

Members  viewed  natural  gas 
processing  operations,  saltwater  disposal 
facilities,  support  industries,  and  a  producing 
field  at  the  Cedar  Creek  anticline.  Participation 
from  state  and  local  officials,  industry,  and  area 
residents  helped  provide  a  range  of  perspectives 
on  the  industry.  The  Council  also  met  with 
representatives  of  the  Board  of  Oil  and  Gas 
Conservation  in  Billings.

The 
Subcommittee  has  scheduled  late  afternoon  of 
November  25  in  Butte  to  hear  public  comments  on 
the  status  of  Montana's  mining  industry  and 
related  concerns.

Also  on  the  agenda  are  follow-ups  to  reports 
previously  heard  on  the  reversion  of  County  Land 
Planning  allocations  and  on  the  activities  of  the 
Science  and  Technology  Alliance. 

ACTION         During   the   Subcommittee's    second   meeting   on 
TAKEN  October  10  and  11,  $2,000  was  allocated  from  the 

OCT.  10,  11  budget,  to  be  augmented  by  funds  solicited  from 
private  groups,  to  retain  consultants  as 
independent  sources  of  information  and  research 
relating  to  the  effect  of  the  severance  tax  on 
Montana  coal  production  and  the  impact  of  HB  607. 

The  Subcommittee  requested  drafting  of  legislation 
to  implement  the  Tenneco  Plant  Impact  Assistance 
Interstate  Compact,  which  was  approved  by  the  1985 
North  Dakota  Legislature.

relevance  of  energy  pricing  theory  to  water 
allocation.

These  presenters  represent  various  interests  and 
areas  of  expertise  in  regard  to  their  respective 
areas.
